City Engineer 
Reviews 1948 
Progress Report 


During the year 1948, the City 
of Albany showed a rapid growth 
in development and property con- 
struction, according to Ernest A. 
Tarr, city engineer, 

One of the major street develop- 
ments was the widening of the west 
side of Key Route Blvd., from So- 
lano Ave., to the North City Lim- 
its. With funds received from the 
State, the Street Department wid- 
ened the street and installed new 
sidewalks. After the center strip 
was leveled, the Park Department 
planted a Memorial tree lane, 

Other street developments in- 
cluded filling in Cleveland Aye. to 
the north of Moffitt Manufacturing 
Co, and the installation of traffic 
signals at the corners of San Pablo 
and Marin and San Pablo and Bu- 
chanan. 

Major building ‘construction, un- 
der inspection of both the Planning 
and Building Departments, includ- 
ed: MacGregor Primary School, 
Vista Primary School, Adhesive 
Products Plant, Bank of America, 
Mechanics Bank, several commer- 
cial buildings and many new 
homes, start of construction on the 
additions to Cornell School, and 
start of construction of the Albany 
Bowling Center. 

Equipment purchased for tthe 
City during 1948 included a bull- 
dozer, air compressor, paving ma- 
chine, fire engine, and police am- 
bulance. 

Projects under construction and 
or in the planning stage are: instal- 
lation of traffic signals at Solano 
Ave. and Santa Fe., street projects 
throughout the city, a new south- 
storm sewer, separation of 
Marin storm and sanitary sewers, 
remodeling of police station, and 
water for Albany Hill. 

Other projects included the ex- 
tension of the City Dump facilities 
and painting the City Hall.
